DOCTOR'S MAILBAG 


Surgery During Pregnancy 
Poses No Special Risks

Q—I am 47 years old and 


in good health. I am expect- 
ing my first baby. Is there 
any danger in pregnancy at 
my age? Where can I get a 
good book about pregnancy? 


A—In women who are ex- 
pecting their first child after 
they are 35, labor is likely 
to be prolonged and difficult. 
For this reason most obste- 
tricians advise that they have 
a Caesarean operation. 


Several books h a v e been 


written to answer the many 
questions a woman may want 
to ask her doctor. One of the 
best is "Expectant Mother- 
hood," by N. J. Eastman 
(Little, Brown and Co.), now 
in its fourth edition. A valu- 
able feature of this book is 
that it explains away many 
groundless fears and super- 
stitions connected with child- 
birth. 


Q—Is it possible to become 


pregnant while breast feeding 
a baby? Is it possible for a 
pregnant woman to have an 
operation without it hurting 
the child? 


A—It is possible but very 
rare for a woman who has not 
menstruated since her last 
baby was born, to become 
pregnant. This is especially 
•true if she has not had to 
give the baby supplemental 
bottle feedings. 


Although it is preferable to 


postpone an operation until 
after delivery if possible, 
there is no special risk in 
performing a necessary opera- 
tion at any stage of preg- 
nancy, thanks to modern pre- 
operative care, wide choice of 
anesthetics a n d improved 
surgical techniques. 


Q—I have heard that some 


couples h a v e incompatible 
blood types that make it im- 
possible for them to have a 
child. My blood type is 0 and 
my husband's is AB. Could

NEW HAVEN, Conn. (AP) - 


Sporadic racial violence oc- 
curred Monday night in a ring 
encircling downtown New Ha- 
ven as the city felt its third day 
of fire-setting and looting. 


The city remained in a state

emergency as arrests- 


mostly on charges of breach of 
peace—mounted today. Most of 
those arrested were Negroes. 


Police reported 343 arrests 


since the disturbances broke out 
Saturday 
night, 
reportedly 


spurred by the shooting of a 
Puerto Rican man by the white 
proprietor of a snack bar on 
Congress Avenue. 


Thirty-three blazes reported 


by authorities between 7 p.m. 
and 
midnight—four 
of 
them 


called major fires—caused po- 
lice to resort occasionally to 
tear gas to keep crowds clear 
of the firefighters. 


Two firebombing incidents, 


confirmed by authorities, con- 
tributed to making the night the 
worst of the three in terms of 
fire calls. 


Police said that most of the 


looting incidents occurred at liq- 
uor stores. They said the looting 
Monday night was on about the 
same scale as the night before 
but declined 
to estimate the 


losses. 


Despite an 8 p.m. curfew, or- 


dered for the second night by 
Mayor Richard C. Lee, small 
groups of persons wandered the 
streets or stood outside homes.

Entrapped

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
In its 


whole history the United States 
never got into a fix like Viet- 
nam, it's the old story of how 
one thing led to another. 


President Johnson has said 


the U.S. forces are in South 
Vietnam to enable the people to 
choose their own destiny. Self- 
determination, 
he called 
it. 


This is a little too simple, a 


little 
too pure. The United 


States also has a self-interest in 
trying to prevent communism 
from taking over. 


And that's where the story be- 


gins. President Harry S. Tru- 
man gave the French billions of 
dollars in aid, starting in 1950, 
to help them stop the Commu- 
nists in Indochina. 


That was the start of Ameri- 


can involvement. In 1954, when 
the French were defeated and 
driven out, an international con- 
ference at Geneva arranged, at 
least 
temporarily, 
to divide 


Vietnam into two separate gov- 
ernments, North and South. 


The United States began at 


once to help the non-Communist 
government in the South. This 
was under President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. 


In 1954 this country had also 


entered into an agreement—the 
Southeast 
Asia 
Treaty—with

Ancestor Hunting? Take 
Trail to Salt Lake City

If the people who put the pictures into the family album 


had been farsighted they would have written a little biog- 
raphy for each of those stiff-posed people who are there en- 
shrined. 
America's lack of veneration for days agone—it's today, 


baby—and disinterest in family is a great asset in many re- 
spects. 


In others, the curtain which obscures our forebears has a 


tinge of sadness. Parents can tell their children a few details 
about a couple of generations and the ancestral trail ends 
there. 


Some people find their family past a tantalizing mystery. 
"One of these days," they tell themselves, "I'm going to 


find out about my family." 


For the fun of it, if you are one of these, why not do it now? 
There are a number of ways but the most satisfactory in- 


volves a trip to Salt Lake City, Utah. 


It is a little-known fact that the Mormons (Church of Jesus 


Christ of Latter-Day Saints) have the world's greatest collec- 
tion of data about past humanity. 


Members of families who have gone before are important 


to their religion. As a result, Mormons all over the world 


collect microfilm records en masse for a central depository. 
In exchange for the privilege of copying the files, a set of 
microfilms are donated to the local source. 


There are records from some 20 nations. Latest acquisition 


is every birth and death since records were kept in New 
Zealand. 


Central files, from which copies are made, are kept deep 


in a granite mountain a few miles from Salt Lake City in 
immense tunnel rooms.

quarters. 


It's simple. Describe your problem to an attendant. There 


are 200 reading machines on which microfilm is projected.

to 8:45 p.m. weekdays; 8 to 4:45 Saturdays; closed Sundays. 


Hundreds of family genealogical volumes and collections 


are available there in addition to the amassed vital statistics.

What concerns the law is the 


man who is too intoxicated to eX- 
ercisc judgment. For then the docu- 
ment he signs does not truly express 
his "will" at all. 


The crucial time is the moment 


of signing. Even a chronic alco- 
holic may mak6 a valid will if he 
executes it during a sober interval. 


Tougher problems arise in the 


case of drugs. Not infrequently, a 
person makes his will while under 
treatment for a serious illness. 
Drugs he is taking, particularly the 
painkillers, may have side effects 
that lower his testamentary capac- 
ity, at least temporarily. 


As a rule, mild side effects—per- 


haps some anxiety or euphoria— 
will not invalidate a will. Thus, a 
court upheld a will made by a heart 
patient a few hours after taking a 
small dose of a narcotic drug. The 
court pointed out that, while the 


dosflge may have mad* him sleepy 
or slowed his reactions, it did not 
rob him of his essential awareness 
of the proceedings. 


Can anything be done if a pa- 


tient is receiving such strong seda- 
tives, Of sticn mind-distorting drugs, 
that there is real doubt of his abil- 
ity to make a will? 


One possibility, in such circum- 


stances, is to ease up temporarily 
on the medication—provided, of 
course, that this is medically jus- 
tifiable. 


Another possibility is to prepare 


the will in relatively simple form, 
this may help to convince a court, 
later on, that the patient was able to 
comprehend what he was signing. 


On the whole, the law will bend 


over backward to hold a will good.
